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£10 million in bank account 

AM accuses 
Vale Council 
of ‘hoarding’ 
tenants’ rent 


THE Vale Council 
has defended itself 
after being accused 
of “hoarding 

around £10 mil¬ 
lion” in its housing 
revenue account - 
cash that can only 
be spent on council 
house repairs. 

The charge came 
from Plaid Cymru 
Regional AM Chris 
Franks, who wants to 
know why this cash is 
not being spent on vital 
housing work on some 
of the council’s 3,950 
homes. 

The Plaid AM said, 
“It is right to have some 
funds in reserve to cope 
with unexpected spend¬ 
ing. However this is a 
huge sum. At the same 
time, there is a repairs 
backlog that needs 
addressing.” 


THE Vale Council 
is looking to cash in 
at Cowbridge by 
selling valuable 
property in the 
town centre. 

The sale has been on 
the cards since the coun¬ 
cil closed the cash office 
in the town, in March 
2010. Now, members of 
the Vale Council cabinet 
were asked to rubber 
stamp the sale at a cabi¬ 
net meeting yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

The report asked that 
the land and buildings 
known as 79 Eastgate, 
Cowbridge, be declared 
surplus to the council’s 
requirements, and that 
the director of Finance, 
ICT and Property be 
authorised to negotiate 
terms and conditions for 
the disposal of the build¬ 
ings and land. 

The report goes on to 


Mr Franks said that 
his calculations suggest¬ 
ed that the reserves in 
2008 were £6.2 million, 
increasing to £7.2 mil¬ 
lion in 2009, and £10m 
in 2010. 

He said: “Therefore, 
over this period there 
has been a growth of 
nearly £4 million.” 

Mr Franks said that he 
feared that the failure to 
spend the money was 
tied in with the council’s 
plan to transfer its hous¬ 
ing stock to the proposed 
Heritage Coast Homes 
organisation - a plan that 
is currently subject to 
consultation. 

Tony Jaques, the Vale 
Council’s head of public 
housing services, con¬ 
firmed that money in the 
housing revenue account 
was “ring fenced” and 
could only be used to 
pay for services to coun¬ 
cil tenants. 


explain that 79, Eastgate 
consists of three build¬ 
ings, the former Citizens 
Advice Bureau office 
(situated at the rear of 
the building), a 
demountable unit (locat¬ 
ed in the rear garden) 
and the main office 
building which fronts the 
public highway. 

As well as the cash 
office, other office space 
was occupied by the 
Registrars service 
(which moved out earlier 
in 2010 due to lack of 
visitors) and social serv¬ 
ices, who moved out last 
month. 

The report says that 
savings based on run¬ 
ning costs during 
2009/10 are likely to be 
around £31,000. The fig¬ 
ure excludes any addi¬ 
tional security arrange¬ 
ments that may be 
incurred. 


He added that the 
council currently spends 
a minimum of £3m each 
year on providing 
repairs and maintenance 
to its 3,950 council- 
owned homes, and then 
a further £2.7m per year 
on major improvements 
such as replacing central 
heating systems or pro¬ 
viding double glazed 
windows. 

However, Coun 
Franks said that it was 
wrong to let the account 
increase. He said: 
“Tenants have paid this 
money and it’s wrong to 
leave properties in poor 
conditions. 

“It seems to me that 
the Vale council should 
be pumping money into 
the local economy now, 
and not wait for years 
before doing anything. 

“With unemployment 
a problem, there are 
builders crying out for 
work.” 

He said he suspected 
that the reason for letting 
the cash build up was 
that it would make the 
council’s housing stock 
more attractive in the 
event of the transfer 
going ahead. 

However, Tony 
Jaques said that the 
Welsh Assembly’s 
Welsh Housing Quality 
Standard (WHQS) pro¬ 
gramme meant that more 
“non-maintenance’ cash 
needed to be put aside - 
although he declined to 
specify the amount. 

He said: “Over the 
past few years the coun¬ 
cil has prudently put 
aside some of its non¬ 
maintenance monies in 
preparation for the 
WHQS programme 
commencing. 

“In the event of ten¬ 
ants saying no to trans¬ 
fer, this money will be 
used in its entirety to 
support WHQS. 

“In the event of ten¬ 
ants voting in favour of 
transfer, this money 
remains as an asset to the 
council and will offset 
the impact of transfer. 
Money has not been set 
aside to fund any cam¬ 
paigns.”

VALE ‘WORLD AT PLAY’ 
CHARITY’S AUCTION WILL 
HELP NEEDY CHILDREN 


A Vale charity 
founded by a for¬ 
mer Cowbridge 
pupil, which 

enhances the lives of 
disadvantaged chil¬ 
dren through the 
medium of play, has 
persuaded leading 
Welsh artists to pro¬ 
vide artworks for a 
grand charity auc¬ 
tion on September 
17 . 

Michael Emery (28) 
was inspired to launch 
‘World at Play’ after he 
saw how outdoor activi¬ 
ties and play could trans¬ 
form the lives of young¬ 
sters who arrived at 
Atlantic College during 
the summer holidays. 

“During my university 
years, I used to come 
back to Atlantic College 
every summer and help 
with all types of children, 
some local, some from 
farther afield, and they 
used to do activities like 
swimming, canoeing, 
and orienteering. 

“I learnt if you are to 
educate, nature and sup¬ 
port children, that sport 
and play is a tremendous 
way to help. 

“When I started 
‘World at Play’, the idea 
was to target children 
who don’t have the same 
opportunities as those in 
Wales. 

“In 2003,1 came home 
to Wales and set up the 
charity - I was fortunate 
to have support from my 
family and friends - my 
father said: ‘If you do it, 
we will support you’.” 

The charity organises 
trips to care homes and 
orphanages in Eastern 
Europe. 

In the spring of 2011, 


12 young people between 
the ages of 17 and 27 will 
be selected to take part in 
the latest three-month 
long expedition in which 
they will live and work 
with disadvantaged chil¬ 
dren in countries that will 
include Bosnia, Serbia, 
Croatia, Romania and 
Turkey. 

The team aims to 
engage with more than 
7,000 children during the 
trip, teaching them to 
express themselves and 
extend themselves 
through the medium of 
sport and play. 

Each team member 
will raise their own funds 
prior to the expedition to 
cover their personal trav¬ 
elling costs. The team 
will spend approximately 
one week at each of 10 or 
so orphanages. On leav¬ 
ing, the team will donate 
£1,500 of play and sports

‘Put your dog 
on a lead’ 


‘Show buses were 
hampered by lack of 
a one-way system’ 


E ST was contracted 
by the Vale Council 
to operate four bus 
services to the Vale Show. 

The one-way system agreed in 
advance for all traffic was not 
implemented on the day. 

On attempting to use the sys¬ 
tem agreed, the buses became 
bogged down in the temporary 
road inside the show ground, 
which resulted in the first servic¬ 
es running late. 

All subsequent buses were 
forced, therefore, to come in and 
out of the same entrance as the 
queuing public traffic, which fur¬ 
ther increased the late running of 
the services. 


In an attempt to reduce the 
delays, additional vehicles were 
brought in to use which were not 
funded by the council or show 
organisers. 

The operation of these extra 
services resulted in a loss for 
EST, as EST absorbed all the 
extra cost for the provision of the 
extra vehicles. 

The timetable was set and 
designed by the council and not 
EST, and stated that long delays 
may occur. 

It is EST’s intention to recom¬ 
mend that next year a dedicated 
entrance in and out of the Vale 
Show for the buses (bus lane), or 
a temporary bus stop be placed 


on the main road outside the 
show ground. We will also rec¬ 
ommend that two vehicles be 
used on the Cl service due to 
passenger volume. 

If all these recommendations 
are fulfilled for next year, we 
anticipate that all services will 
run as scheduled. 

EST would like to apologise 
to all passengers who had diffi¬ 
culties using the services to the 
show ground. 

EST made every effort both 
before and on the day to organise 
and run the service as scheduled.

Extra 
costs on 
viaduct

War veteran’s TV ‘role’ 


A LLANTWIT 
MAJOR man was 
recently featured in a 
popular BBC TV pro¬ 
gramme - and his 
contribution brought 
back memories of one 
of the most fiercely- 
fought battles of 
World War Two. 

The programme was 
the popular Who Do You 
Think You Are?, where 
celebrities trace their 
family history, and the 
August 16 edition fea¬ 
tured the Spooks actor, 
Rupert Penry-Jones. 

Bob Clarke from 
Boverton was the local 
man who appeared, as 
the production crew 
took the actor on a jour¬ 
ney through his family 
history. 

Bob was chosen to 
guide the actor through 
the part played by his 
grandfather, who served 


at Monte Cassino - a 
bloody campaign where 
the Allied forces tried to 
break though heavy 
German fortifications as 
they fought their way 
from the south of Italy 
to the north. 

The programme had 
discovered that the 
actor’s grandfather had 
served as a doctor in the 
8th Army Indian 
Division Medical Corps. 

As Bob had served in 
the campaign, and also 
because he is a member 
of the Monte Cassino 
Society, he was asked to 
explain the conditions 
faced by the soldiers to 
Rupert Penry-Jones. 

Monte Cassino has a 
particular resonance 
because the battlefield 
was dominated by a his¬ 
toric monastery on the 
summit of Monte 
Cassino, which Allied 


troops came to believe 
was a perfect vantage 
point for the Germans. 

Eventually, the Allies 
bombed the monastery, 
and the arguments over 
whether this was justi¬ 
fied continue to the 
present day. 

Bob Clarke’s contri¬ 
bution to the pro¬ 
gramme, however, cen¬ 
tred on what the condi¬ 
tions for soldiers were 
like, and on how the 
medical corps would 
have coped. 

Filming was delayed 
because of the volcanic 
ash cloud crisis. 

As a result, it was 
May before Bob could 
fly to Italy, and then it 
was a whistle-stop trip, 
leaving Llantwit Major 
on a Wednesday morn¬ 
ing, and then flying 
from Heathrow to Italy.

MEMBERS of two 
local pool and darts 
leagues could be 
reunited with long 
lost trophies - after 
they were discov¬ 
ered by the new 
owner of the Old 
Brewery public 
house. 

The pub, in Eglwys 
Brewis Road, has been 
closed for around five 
years, and was recently 
bought by Dave Boyter, 
who has plans to convert 
it into a hotel and restau¬ 
rant. 

It was while Mr 
Boyter was looking over 
the property, that he dis¬ 
covered a collection of 
trophies, dated between 
1994 and 2005. 

He was wondering 
what to do with them 
when, one evening, he 
popped into the nearby 
Carpenters Arms pub. 

Quite by chance, he 
struck up a conversation 
with Stuart Mackie, a 
regular at the pub, and 
told him what he had 
found in the Old 
Brewery. 

As Stuart is the new 
chairman of the Llantwit 
and District Pool League, 
and a former regular at 
the Old Brewery, he knew 
exactly what they were. 

He told The GEM: “In 
fact, I tried for about six 
months to collect them 
when the Old Brewery 
closed. 

“I rang the owners, but 
had no luck at all getting 
through to anyone who 
could help.” 

In time, Stuart forgot 
about the lost trophies - 
until his chance meeting 
with Dave Boyter. As a 


result, a meeting was 
arranged to officially 
hand over the treasure 
trove. 

There are trophies for 
the local darts league, 
and also for the pool 
league. 

Judging by the dates 
of the silverware, some 
had been won in the 2005 
season, and were proba¬ 
bly still awaiting collec¬ 
tion by the winners when 
the pub closed. 

Also in the collection 
are a number of personal 
tankards. One commem¬ 
orates ‘Tony’s First Half 
century’, while another is 
inscribed ‘To Dad on 
your 50th, from Chris 
and Linda’. 

Another says ‘To 
Roger the Dodger, from 
all the mob at C & G 
Bridges’. 

Intriguingly, there is a 
1966 trophy to the 
RAFC, for the ‘Head of 
the River Race’. 

Stuart said: “I can 
return most of the tro¬ 
phies to their rightful 
owner by checking the 
records. However, the 
personal items are going 
to be a bit more diffi¬ 
cult.” 

Dave Boyter, who is a 
builder, has bought the 
Old Brewery through his 
company. Paddle Homes, 
and he told The GEM: 
“My original plan was to 
redevelop the building as 
a 14-room hotel. 

“However, since I 
have learned more about 
the history of the Old 
Brewery, I think it could 
have potential as a her¬ 
itage attraction. 

“I have had talks with 
the Assembly’s tourism 
unit, and there may be

grant aid available for 
that.” 

He explained that it 
might be one of the 
Vale’s oldest breweries, 
dating back to 1906, 
when it was called, so he 
understands. The Old 
Eagle Brewery. 

He said: “Tourism 
officers have suggested 
that we could open a 
micro brewery and a 
brewing heritage centre 
as well, so that is a possi¬ 
bility. It would link in to 
plans to develop 
Llantwit’s history 

tourism 

“The next round of 
grant applications are 
due to be decided on in 
October, so I should get a 
decision then.” 

He added that if the 
heritage grant aid was 
not forthcoming, he 
would revert to the origi¬ 
nal plan for a hotel.

Many other communi¬ 
ties were either 
destroyed or severely 
damaged, and have 
received little or no aid 
from the outside world. 

The town in which 
my friend laboured is 
named Pignon, and the 
people there are desper¬ 
ate.

As a retired superin¬ 
tendent of schools of 


Mineral Point, 
Wisconsin, I can speak 
very positively of the 
twinning concept, 
because our town 
(Mineral Point) and 
Redruth, Cornwall, UK, 
have been successfully 
twinned for many, many 
years. 

Although I no longer 
reside there, I can attest 
to the enormous person¬ 
al, social and cultural 
advantages that twinning 
has brought to the mem¬ 
bers of both communi¬ 
ties. 

In summation, I salute 
and endorse concern and 
compassion for the chil¬ 
dren suffering from this 
tragedy, and urge the 
Vale council to step for¬ 
ward and make a real 
difference in the lives of 
many by twinning itself 
with the town of Pignon.

Police investigation 
launched after sheep 
is killed by two dogs 


POLICE in the Vale 
have launched an 
investigation after 
two dogs killed a 
sheep - and a man 
was then seen hurl¬ 
ing the dead animal 
into the sea. 

The incident took 
place on Eriday, August 
13, at Ogmore by Sea at 
around 8.30am and 
involved two men and 
two dogs. Police have 
appealed for anyone who 
may have seen some¬ 
thing to come forward. 

PC Tom Warren said: 
“There have been a num¬ 
ber of recent instances of 
dogs worrying sheep in 
the area. I would like to 
hear from anyone who 
may have witnessed this 
particular incident or 
who may have any infor¬ 
mation about it. 

“This tragic case high¬ 
lights how important it is 
to make sure the public 
keeps their dogs under 
control. 

“Please be very careful 
when you are walking 
your dogs in the country¬ 
side - if you live in the 
country make sure your 
garden is secure. 

“The sheep would 
have been terrified and in 
many cases where they 
have been killed by dogs, 
they have been literally 


ripped apart.” 

PC Warren pointed out 
that in such incidents 
there is a significant cost 
to the farmer, a great deal 
of distress or harm to the 
sheep, and legal implica¬ 
tions. 

“When on enclosed 
land with livestock, all 
dogs must be on a lead or 
be ‘under close control’. 

“If you allow your dog 
to worry livestock you 
may be prosecuted and 
fined, ordered to pay 
compensation and even 
have the dog destroyed. 

“I would appeal for all 
dog owners to consider 
this and keep dogs on 
leads and under control 
at all times when around 
livestock.” 

PC Warren also 
explained that under cer¬ 
tain circumstances, land 
owners are able to take 
the ultimate sanction in 
dealing with out-of-con¬ 
trol dogs. 

“With a few excep¬ 
tions, the law allows 
farmers to shoot dogs 
that are threatening live¬ 
stock. 

“If a dog worries live¬ 
stock, then the dog's 
owner or the person 
responsible for it at the 
time is guilty of an 
offence under the Dogs 
(Protection of Livestock) 
Act 1953 and may be 
sued for compensation

clearing and revamp¬ 
ing Porthkerry Park. 

The clean-up project, 
which aims to give the 
park and the old 18th 
century mill a new lease 
of life, provides a group 
of young people with the 
chance to gain much- 
needed skills to enhance 
their employability. 

Working closely with 
people aged from 18 to 
24 who have been unem¬ 
ployed for over six 
months, A4e Barry sup¬ 
ports the young job 
seekers to source and 
complete 13 week work 
placements that benefit 
the community. 

Spending 25 hours a 
week at Porthkerry Park, 
each of the eight 18-21- 
year-olds working on the 
assignment are from the 
local area. The project 
includes repainting 
benches, bridges, clear¬ 
ing the park from over¬ 
grown grass and trees 
that block pathways, as 
well as helping to restore 
an old 18th century mi ll, 
the focal point of the 
park. 


During the week, the 
workers also spend a day 
at the A4e office where 
they receive support to 
find permanent employ¬ 
ment by receiving 
advice on CV writing, 
interview techniques and 
job searching. 

Scott, aged 20, who is 
part of the placement 
,commented: “At the 
clearing project, we 
work five days a week 
from 9am-2pm. I really 
enjoy working in a team 
and find the kind of 
things we do every day 
very interesting. 

“It has really helped 
with my timekeeping by 
getting me in the routine 
of waking up early every 
morning and has helped 
me get used to a worldng 
environment. 

“At the A4E office we 
get a lot of support to 
help us to find a perma¬ 
nent job. With this place¬ 
ment experience and the 
skills training we get at 
A4e, my confidence is 
growing every day and I 
am already feeling better 
prepared to find work 
after the project finishes 
in October.” 

Dave Purnell, the 
placement mentor at the 
project said: “Before the 
clearing project, a lot of 
the guys were working 
in construction as 
labourers and, as a result 


of the cuts, lost their 
jobs. 

“The project keeps 
them in tune with the 
working world and sup¬ 
ports their job search. By 
working in a team, they 
learn a lot from each 
other and get an oppor¬ 
tunity to discuss their 
different experiences. 

“They are also gain¬ 
ing a new outlook on 
finding a job, for exam¬ 
ple accepting the fact 
that in order to find work 
they may have to open 
their minds and consider 
different industries and 
opportunities.” 

The project will run 
until October, after 
which it is hoped the 
young workers will be 
better equipped through 
the skills learnt and 
improved CVs to find 
sustainable employment.

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Turning better 
broadband from 


dream to reality 


S INCE I 

launched the 
‘better broad¬ 
band in the Vale’ 
campaign in The 
GEM last month, 
I’ve been inundat¬ 
ed with responses 
from residents 
across the Vale. 

Broadband access 
and delivery is clearly 
a huge problem for a 
great many of us living 
and working here. 

Though Barry has 
the good fortune of 
being one of the early 
‘Super Fast 
Broadband’ towns tar¬ 
geted by BT 
Openreach, I know of 
examples where some 
properties in a street 
have access, while oth¬ 
ers haven’t. 

Education usage of 
the internet is prob¬ 
lematic too, not only 
for students in Barry - 
but in households 
from Dyffryn to 
Southerndown. 

Using broadband 
for social activities 
also hits a wall, 
whether it’s being 
unable to get Sky TV 
in parts of Ystradowen 
due to poor broad¬ 
band capacity, or sim¬ 
ply viewing videos via 
BBC iPlayer or 
YouTube. 

It is, of course, a 
significant problem in 
^e rural villages, and

good broadband links 
are essential to sup¬ 
port business and 
communities. 

Business people 
working from home in 
villages such as 
Colwinston or 
Flemingston, have 
made strong presenta¬ 
tions on how low 
speeds are affecting 
their business nega¬ 
tively. 

One case highlights 
the fact that they are 
unable to complete 
essential business 
processes online with 
Companies House - 
who now favour all 
processes being com¬ 
pleted online! 

The next stage of 
the campaign is to 
meet with a senior 
representative of BT 


Openreach. A date is 
already scheduled and 
I will present each 
case, asking what 
needs to happen to 
increase broadband 
speeds. 

BT Openreach, the 
part of the BT group 
responsible for the 
broadband network, is 
focused on meeting the 
larger demands of 
towns and cities with a 
high speed broadband 
infrastructure. Barry 
is one of those towns 
but the rural Vale is 
not as fortunate. 

There is a need for 
government support 
and cash previously 
allocated for digital 
television switchover 
to be used to improve 
broadband. 

How and where that 
money will be spent is 
yet to be decided. 

That’s where my 
report and discussions 
with BT Openreach 
are vital in trying to 
make the dream of 
better broadband in 
the Vale a reality.

I REFER to the 
article headed, 
‘There must not be 
more than 80 houses 
on the White Farm 
site’, Barry GEM,

PLAID CYMRU’S 
Dr Ian Johnson has 
claimed that a con¬ 
sultation into 

whether the Vale of 
Glamorgan 
Magistrates’ Court 
should stay open 
appears to be “a 
sham”. 

Dr Johnson, who is the 
Plaid candidate for next 
year’s Assembly elec¬ 
tions, pointed out that the 
administration changes, 
which will see Barry- 
based staff moved to 
other courts in south 
Wales, will come into 
effect in the same week 
as the consultation on 
keeping the court open 
comes to an end. 

Dr Johnson said: “This 
is a consultation which 
many people believe is a 
sham and is purely aimed 
at closing the Vale 
Magistrates’ Court in 
Barry. 

“The Conservative 
government’s timing of 
the consultation is 
appalling. We are several 
weeks away from the end 
of the consultation but 
getting information is 
very difficult due to the 
holiday season.” 

Dr Johnson said he 
was shocked to hear that 
administrative changes 
were continuing to be 
pushed through which 
would see staff moved 
out of Barry to other 
courts in south Wales. 

“This makes no sense 
as the consultation is ask¬ 
ing for opinions on the 
operation of a court 
which will be working 
very differently by the 
time that decisions are 
made on its future.” 

Dr Johnson demanded 
the coalition government 
re-think its plans. 

“These administration 
changes should be 


stopped now until a deci¬ 
sion has been made on 
the court’s future. 

“Justice should be 
served locally and the 
Vale should keep a fully 
operating magistrates’ 
court. 

“In the last three years, 
more than 20,000 cases 
have been heard there, 
and millions of pounds 
have been spent recently 
on upgrading the cells 
and the building, money 
that will be wasted if the 
court is closed.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
said that rather than mak¬ 
ing political capital. Dr 
Johnson should reflect 
the fact that there was 
cross-party support in 
favour of keeping the 
court open. 

He said: “Local mag¬ 
istrates, charitable groups 
and I are doing all we can 
to respond to the consul¬ 
tation to show that there 
is a strong case for the 
Vale Magistrates’ Court 
to stay open. 

“It would be more 
helpful if Dr Johnson 
also responded to show 
that there is a cross-party 
approach on this issue. 

“Simply seeking to 
make party political 
points won’t save the 
court. Showing that 
costs will increase for the 
police if the court closes 
will have a much better 
impact. Shouting from 
the sidelines won’t get us 
anywhere.” 

Mr Cairns added: “I 
have another meeting 
with the magistrates 
scheduled for today 
(September 2) to ensure 
that we are co-ordinating 
our actions in the best 
way. 

“Responses need to be 
submitted to the Ministry 
of Justice by September 
15.”

Scott Pilgrim takes 
on this film critic - and slays him! 


B ritish 

director 
Edgar Wright 
has enjoyed a 
steady climb up the 
ladder from televi¬ 
sion to Hollywood. 

Having cut his teeth 
helming both series of 
cult (and well worth 
checking out) sitcom 


Spaced, Wright moved 
onto the big screen with 
Spaced star Simon Pegg 
for 2004's Shaun of the 
Dead and then with 
2007's Hot Fuzz. 

With a directing style 
that is resolutely his 
own, Wright has won 
many admirers in 
Tinseltown, and makes 
his American film bow 
with this graphic novel 


adaption, Scott Pilgrim 
V5 The World. 

Scott (played by 
Michael Cera) is the 
bassist in Toronto band 
Sex Bob-omb, and his 
world is turned upside 
down when he meets 
Ramona Flowers (Mary 
Elizabeth Winstead). 

Not only does he fall 
for her, he also discovers 
that if he wants to win 


her heart he’ll need to 
defeat her seven evil 
exes, a group who are 
intent on stopping Scott 
before he’s even start¬ 
ed... 

Scott Pilgrim... is not 
your usual boy-meets- 
girl romantic film; in 
fact, it’s not like your 
usual film full stop. 

Instead, it is a work 
that mixes and mashes

style and genres to 
dizzying effect, creating 
a film that is something 
wonderful to behold - 
and something that, 
while not to everyone’s 
tastes, is a jaw-dropping 
effort. 

Those unfamiliar with 
the source material (such 
as myself) need not 
worry, as there is little in 
the way of keeping the 
story strictly for the 
hardcore fanbase; 
instead, it whirrs by on 
the universal nature of 
the story, yet presents 
itself so uniquely that it 
burns into your brain, 
and much of this is 
down to Edgar Wright’s 
direction. 

Those versed in his 
work on Spaced will 
hardly be shocked by the 
genre hopping and abili¬ 
ty to cram so many ele¬ 
ments together, but Scott 
Pilgrim... is Wright, to 
steal a Spinal Tap parl¬ 
ance, turned up to 11. 

The danger, of course, 
if left untempered is that 
it would be easy for 
Wright to fall into the 
trap of being too self- 
indulgent, yet he shows 
both considerable cre¬ 
ativity and a pleasing 
level of restraint. 

Consider the action 
sequences (superbly han¬ 
dled by Wright, a rela¬ 
tive novice to the genre), 
with their zooms, fost 
cuts and special effects, 
and compare them to the 
quieter moments, such 


as Scott and Ramona's 
first ‘date’, and you can 
see that there is more to 
Wrights direction that 
just ‘wham-bam’. 
Instead, he shows he is 
just as capable of being 
loud and bombastic as is 
of being quiet and 
poised. 

He also makes a 
clever allusion to video 
games, specifically those 
of the 1990s. 

Treating the film as one 
long game, complete 
with extra lives and 
weapons, there is wit 
and tender homage in 
these moments that are 
wonderfully done, while 
the Batman-esque 
‘thwacks’ and ‘pows’ are 
similar humorous yet 
completely fitting. 

Wright’s direction is 
the tool that propels the 
film, its kinetic energy 
lending itself perfectly to 
the pacing of the film, 
and the screenplay, 
adapted by Wright and 
Michael Bacall, comple¬ 
ments the direction won¬ 
derfully well. 

Given the episodic 
nature of the story, the 
film could have been 
stop-start, yet there is 
enough going on, with 
several supporting char¬ 
acters given a pleasing 
level of importance, that 
it flows with ease. 

The cast are all very 
much up to the job in 
hand across the board, 
the performances hitting 
the spot and offering 


something memorable. 

With tfc majority of 
screentime, and numer¬ 
ous stunts and fights to 
pull off, Scott Pilgrim 
may be the most round¬ 
ed performance of 
Michael Gera’s career 
thus far. 

The character and per¬ 
formance engages 
throughout, and you are 
perpetually rooting for 
Pilgrim in his battle 
against the evil exes. 

As the object of his 
affection, Mary 
Elizabeth Winstead 
offers a winning turn as 
the mysterious newcom¬ 
er who becomes the cen¬ 
tre of Scott’s world. 

The actress’ turn is 
cool but with a huge 
degree of likeability, and 
hopefully, this film will 
show how skilled an 
actress Winstead is. 

The supporting play¬ 
ers all have their chances 
to shine in developed 
characters, from Kieran 
Culkin as Scott’s room¬ 
mate, Anna Kendrick as 
his sister, Ellen Wong as 
Knives Chau, and Mark 
Webber and Alison Pill 
as Scott’s bandmates. 

Meanwhile, the evil 
exes are played with glo¬ 
rious aplomb by the 
likes of Chris Evans, 
Brandon Routh and 
Jason Schwartzman - 
there is nary a lacking 
performance in the film. 

If there is a complaint 
to be made about this

unabashedly its own 
beast and plays by its 
own rules that it will 
cause those not sold on 
it to deem it a piece of 
work that is far too self 
indulgent and off-centre 
to work.

BARRY^S latest tourist attraction, a coach tour 
of locations where the hit TV series Gavin and 
Stacey was filmed, is now up and running in 
the Vale.

Smugglers, and 
a Highwayman 
on trail of Vale’s 
medieval pubs 


ON an overcast 
Sunday morning, 
with dark clouds 
looming overhead, 
four walkers and 
Jodie the dog joined 
guest leaders Diane 
and Linda in East 
Aberthaw at the 
start of their pubs of 
the Vale walk. 

The start was from the 
lovely old thatched pub 
the Blue Anchor, which 
took its name from the 
blue marl or mud that 
coated the anchors of the 
vessels that anchored in 
the nearby Aberthaw 
bay. 

It is not hard to 
believe that this 
medieval pub, which 
first opened in 1380, 
with its tiny windows, 
low ceilings, narrow 
staircases and open fires, 
didn’t have its fair share 
of smugglers and 
naughty goings on! 

The group walked up 
Port Road past the mas¬ 
sive Aberthaw quarry 
towards Nurston, turning 
off just before they 
reached the 
Highwayman and fol¬ 
lowing the lane to a stile 
where they picked up the 
Valeways Millennium 
Heritage Trail. 

By now, the sun had 
put in an appearance but 
there was a rather hefty 
wind blowing, but still 
topcoats were hastily 
discarded as they 
crossed harvested fields 
behind Cardiff 
International Airport to 
reach the quiet lane just 
south of Penmark. 

A few sleepy cows 
who were more interest¬ 
ed in lying down to keep 
their patch dry as the 
skies turned grey once 
again, ignored the small 
group as they passed 
through their field and 
by a narrow track 
between houses made 
their way to the Six 
Bells Inn at Penmark, 
where they received a 
warm welcome and 
stopped for morning tea, 
coffee and a few glasses 
of the hard stuff I 

Refreshed, it was time 
to move on by field then 
downhill on a slippery 
path through the small 
wood to negotiate a bro¬ 
ken stile and chat to a 
young family whom, it 
would seem had trouble 
in finding their way to 
get to this location 
Crossing the River 
Waycock by bridge, the 
group gradually climbed 


out of the valley and via 
a gate reached Penn-onn. 

Remaining on the 
Heritage Trail, they 
road-walked down to 
Llancarfan where the 
lovely old church is the 
central point of the vil¬ 
lage. 

Dedicated to St 
Cadog, the original reli¬ 
gious site was estab¬ 
lished around AD515, 
but the present building 
dates back to the 12th 
and 13th centuries and 
up on top of the tower, 
the weather vane repre¬ 
sents a golden hind that 
legend says St Cadog 
sheltered in his cell. 

Lunch was taken on 
the river bank beside the 
ford on the Nant 
Llancarfan in pleasant 
sunshine until interrupt¬ 
ed by a short sharp 
shower and into topcoats 
once again. 

Climbing gently out 
of the village the group 
entered sheep-filled 
meadows below 
Pancross and walked 
through the steep-sided 
valley to emerge at 
Penmark. 

Here they walked 
down beside the Kenson 
River through the valley 
until they turned off to 
make their way to 
Llancadle and a warm 
welcome at the Green 
Dragon, where cold 
drinks were sipped out¬ 
side in warm sunshine. 

Resisting the urge to 
put their feet up and 
linger a while in this pub 
that was rebuilt in 1990 
following a fire. 

The group retraced 
their steps as another 
shower fell, passing 
through the valley and 
over the River Kenson 
footbridge, to climb up 
through Castle Wood to 
Fonmon Estate land. 

Reaching Fonmon vil¬ 
lage, they passed the 
pond where ducks were 
attempting to swim in 
not much water and 
made their way through 
the wood and across sev¬ 
eral broken stiles to once 
again reach Port Road, 
which they followed 
back to the Blue Anchor 
and a last cooling drink 
in brilliant sunshine 
before the journey home.

The Environment Agency Wales gives notice 
that it proposes to carry out improvement 
works to the flood defences on Llanmaes 
Brook in Frampton and Llanmaes between 
Frampton Flood Storage Area (NGR 
SS9734869648) and Llanmaes Flood Storage 
Area (NGR SS9857068962), a distance of 1.5 
kilometres. The proposed improvement works 
will involve the following: The replacement and 
extension of the existing spillway structure at 
Frampton Flood Storage Area. This, alongside 
the installation of new erosion control meas¬ 
ures on the spillway and at the point of re-entry 
into the channel, will reduce the erosion poten¬ 
tial of the water on the structure and channel 
banks. In addition to this, the works will also 
involve the replacement of the current spillway 
erosion control measures at the downstream 
Llanmaes Flood Storage Area. 

The Environment Agency Wales considers that 
the improvement works are not likely to have 
significant effects on the environment and does 
not intend to prepare an environmental state¬ 
ment in respect of them. Further information 
regarding the works can be provided by con¬ 
tacting the Project Manager, in writing, at the 
address below.

Stags celebrate league

NATHAN
